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The relation existing between tie demand for the precious metals 
and the supply which is capable of being afforded, by working all 
the known deposits of them, forms a subject of inquiry of no in- 
considerable interest, and at the same time of much difficulty and 
— complexity as regards the results. ‘The use of these metals among 
all the civilized nations of the globe, as the standard of value and 
the basis of all monetary transactions, gives them a high degree of 
4 importance, and occasiuns every tluctuatiun in the supply to be 
F attended with consequences to which peculiar interest must be

; tis quite certain that the precious metals have been diffused 
very sparingly throughout the glube—so sparingly indeed, tha: 
; notwithstanding the keen and anxious search which has ever been 
P made for objects of such extreme value, there has still been an ex- 
| traurdinary degree of uaifurm ty in the supply—a total absence of 
F that sudden influx of produce from new mines, and consequent 
; rapid depreciation of the value of the article, which every other 
species of mineral produce has so often experienced. ‘That this 
state of things, adapting the precious metals so admirably to the 
uses to which they are applied, will ever continue, we can entertain 
F little doubt : analogy proves the little probability of enormously 
rich deposits ever being discovered, or indeed existing, while the 
F inevitable diifusion of the mass over the whole civilized world, 
must speedily spread abroad whatever supply is derived from the 
mines, and prevent any partial accumulation which might be at- 
} tended with a sensible depreciation of value. 
The discovery of A:nerica forms the most remarkable feature in 

the history of the precious metals, and thus constitutes an era of 
great importance, in a commercial point of view. Previously to 
the Spanish adventurers taking possession of the equatorial regions 
of the New World, the amount of the precious metals in circula- 
tion was extremely small, even when compared to the limited po- 
pulation of that period. From this cause the value of money was 
much bigher than at present—so much so, that we can hardly for- 
bear a smile, when, on looking over some ancient chronicle, we see 
the expense of grand entertainments, and the salaries, or revenues, 
of persons of high rank, stated in sums which appear to us quite 
insignificant, and which are whully out of proportion to the scale 
of modern exjenditure. 

The territories acquired by Cortez and Pizarro (conquests 
which will ever form one of the blackest pages in the annals of 
Europe), probally contained the richest deposits of the precious 
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metals from the provinces of New Spain still falls die griatty below i its for. 
mer amount, while the recent discoveries of gold in the United States 
' and in the Russian dominions, although considerable in value, do 
| nut by any means make up for the de iciency. It appears, trom the 

elaborate calculations of Mr. JAcos, in his work on the precious 
| me als, that for twenty years previous to 1829 the total quantity of 
| gold and silver annually yielded from all the mines in the world, 
| was dess than the annual consumption of them for plate and orna- 
ments, and the acwual loss sustained by the wear and tear of coin 
—in other words, that the agzregate quantity of gold and silver 
| colnage in the whole world was annually on the decrease. 
| 





In order (o estimate the full importance of this circumstance, we 
| must call to mind the great increase of population during this pe- 
| riod, amounting in England to above twenty-five per cent., and also 

the efforts which have been made, especially in this cuntry and in 
America, to establish a metallic currency, or rather a circulation 
firmly based upon one. ‘To show the enormous quantity of the 
| precious metals required for this purpose, we n2ed only state that 
| the value of our new gold coinaye from its commencement in 1817 
to 1829 (a period cf twelve years only) amounted to more than 
forty-four millions sterling. 
| We have before observed on the sparing manner in which Nature 
| has deposited the precious metals, and on the small probability of 
| any very great addition to the present limited supply being ob- 
tained from ‘he opening of new mines of extraordinary richness— 
| such an addition as when spread over the whole civ.lized globe, 
should occasion any sensible etfect, and produce a positive aug- 
mentation of the aggregate stock instead of the present progressive 
diminution. It is, however, a very possible case, that science may 
‘afford us the means of considerably increasing the quantity ob- 
| tained from those deposits which are now working, by devising 
means of preventing that enormous loss which unavoidably takes 
place in the process of collecting the scattered particles cf metal 
from the mineral substances with which they are naturally com- 
bined. If the accounts which have lately been received from 
Russia respecting the successful results of the new mode of treat- 
ing gold by smelting be-correct, this great desideratum in metallurgy 
has already been attained; and even should the results have been 
exaggerated, it is not improbable that at least an important step 
has been made towards its accomplishment. 

We have, on a former occasion, furnished such brief notice of 
this discovery as we were then able to obtain; and further infor- 
mation of a very interesting nature is contained in our supplemen- 
tary pages of to-day; but althongh the fact appears to be well esta- 
blished, it would be useless to speculate on the results from the 
slender data we yet possess. It is indeed in the nature of dis- 
coveries of this kind, to require some short time to elapse before 
their full benefits and extent can be ascertained ; but from the in- 
terest the subject must excite, we cannot doubt that the one under 
consideration will be put to the test of experiment, and fully proved 
at the earliest period possible.

five leagues from Ouro Preto, with the assistance of the late Empress Leopol- 
dina; and at diff-rent times found a cons d-rable portion of gol. regulus at 
the bottom of the furnace on its cooling.

Some of the iron casts from tae abov.-nn ioncd furnace were examined in 
Cornwall, by the enterprising house of R. W. Fox aud Co., and found to be 
> auriferous, but not to such an extent as to yield a profit on its extraction 
by the expensive method in which the iron itself is lost. Such a mode of 
extracting the gold, however, was not coutemplated by the Doctor, who is 
of opinion that a less expensive process may be discovered, which would be 
of immense advantage to Miaas Geraes, where few of the enormous masses 
of iron ore, particularly the alluvial conglomerate iron, are without a ley 
of gold. It appears thac after each blast in Dr. Se iies’s furnace, a consider- 
able portion of gold was precipitated, as was found to be the case 0 pulveri- 
zing and washing the sligs. Now, it is his opinion, that the first casts of 
the furnace, or the white iron, was worth being treated tor gold; and he 
thinks the separition could be profitably effected during the process of re- 
smelting it in crucibles for the purpose of turniug it iuto steel, by leaving « 
part of the mass in the crucibles. The Doctor thinks the extraction of gold 
from this iron, would repay the cost of its exporta ion to England for steel 
casis; a conjecture excecdingly warrantable, siuce the raw steel used for 
stvel casts, is imported from S vedea into Eaglan!, where in many cases it 
receives an admixture of gold. si -er, copper, or other metals in its manu 
facture. Now, all the metas odded as above, are contained in most of 
the Brazil irou ores, as the Doctor asserts, witu the exception of copper, 
the gold predowinating. By an examination at the Im, erial Arsenal, the Doc- 
tor’s steel manufactured from his cast iron, was found to be at least «qual 
to cernent steel. It way be noticed in a idition, that the cast iron examined 
by Messrs. Foxes, was of t. e ash-yrey-ort, which certainly couta us 1.ss pold 
than the white.”

A correspondent of the Lirerpval Albicn has transmitted to the ed’tor what 
is styled ** a specification of an e ectro magnetic engin,’ from which. tee 
projector anticipates mostimportant results, as he confidently expects that 
it will utimately supersede the steam-ergine, and effect a migh y revolution 
in the machinery at present employed in manu acturcs, and ia propelling care 
riage+ by land and vessels by sea. 

‘the machine which is expected to effect these won ‘ers, is the production 
of Messrs. Davenport and Cook, residents in the United States, ani ve are 
informed that the agents of these genth inen are on the eve ot repealing with 
nolels of the inven ion, in order to secure patents in the different counties 
of Enrope and South America, 

Although the aeceunt which is published in the AMion, is called a specifi. 
vation, it certainly wocs not answer the definition which is usually attached 
tothe term, A specification, in order to secure the patent right to any in- 
vention, must be so clearly defined that, in case of tue demise of the paten- 
tee, the invention shall not be lost to the country. It must minutely spe. 
cify the precise method of construction, without mystifieation or mental re« 
servation, 80 that, at the expiration of the pat nt, the machine or invention 
nav be constructy | by other mechanics, from the description originally given 
by the inventor, Had the specification, as tarnished by the currespoudent of 
the AlLion, answered this description, we s' ould have been betier enab ed 
thau we are at present to form a rational cor jeeture as to the mitits of the 
alleged invention, au! the probability of it ever being brought into useiul ge- 
neral operation. As itis, we mustsuspend our jusgucnut until we see some 
more intelligible description; or what would be infinitely more d sirable, vutil 
che machine itself shall be exhibited at work on a large scale. The moving 
power, it seems, is derived from the joint action ot electricity and wagn tism, 
producipg a rotatory moticn. 

© Mr. Dave nport,’’ we are. info’ ned, commenced his labours more than 
three years ago, aud prosecuted thom under the v ost discouraging. and unfa- 
vonrable circumstances, sustained Ly a constititio al persevesence, and a 
clear conviction ef ultimate success. He obtained his fi st sotary .n July, 
1834, since which time, be has devotcd his whole attention to improvemeits 
in his machine. During this period it has passed through five diifercut mo- 
difications, an. is now brought to such a state of simplicity and perfect on 
(having apparently the fewest number of parts), that the propre’ ors consider no 
t4 ther importaut alterations d. sirable, excey tin the die proportions of the dif- 
ferent magnets, in which they are daily im roving, We were shown aanceel. in 
which the motion wieel was five and a half ioches in diametcr, wich ele 
vated « weight of twelve pounds.
